To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Brough  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1969,  for  I 
not  only  look  upon  this  report  as  a compilation  of  statistics  but  as  an 
opportunity  to  look  back  and  note  any  progress  made  before  looking 
forward  to  anticipate  developments  in  the  future.  With  the  publica- 
tion of  the  “Maud  Report”,  the  second  Green  Paper  on  the  future 
of  National  Health  Service  and  the  Seebohm  Report  on  the  Social 
Services,  followed  by  a change  in  government  the  future  picture  which 
was  emerging  is  now  less  clear  though  much  of  the  work  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Department  will  pass  over  to  the  Education  and 
the  new  Social  Services  Departments.  This  could  lead  to  many 
difficulties  locally  which  will  only  be  overcome  by  the  desire  and 
intention  of  those  engaged  in  the  health  and  welfare  services  to 
co-operate  to  the  fullest  extent.  As  the  work  of  the  health  depart- 
ments have  evolved  in  the  past  few  years  there  is  still  more  than 
enough  work  to  do  particularly  in  the  field  of  developmental  paediat- 
rics and  during  1970  the  health  visitors  will  be  using  a new  form 
in  the  division  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  at  an  early  stage  children 
who  are  not  developing  normally  both  physically  and  mentally.  By 
the  early  detection  of  deviations  from  normal  it  is  hoped  that  treat- 
ment and  testing  may  be  started  at  the  optimum  time.  This  interest 
in  the  development  of  young  children  has  also  been  shown  by  tb'* 
number  of  pre-school  play  groups  started  in  the  area  and  I hope  to 
see  more  of  these  groups  started  in  the  next  few  years,  as  well  as  the 
establishment  of  more  nursery  classes  in  schools. 

The  Family  Planning  services  have  also  been  improved  during 
the  year  and  some  attempt  made  to  make  the  service  more  accessible 
to  the  people  in  the  division. 
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The  school  health  service  which  was  revised  in  1968  has  appeared 
to  have  served  its  purpose  in  concentrating  the  service  on  those  who 
are  in  particular  need  and  there  have  been  more  requests  from 
teaching  staff  for  advice  on  health  matters.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
shortage  of  both  medical  and  nursing  staff  has  limited  the  time  we 
would  wish  to  spend  on  health  education. 

The  figures  of  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  small  and  can 
fluctuate  widely  from  year  to  year  without  being  significant.  It  was 
pleasing  to  note  that  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  though  I 
would  have  been  happier  to  see  a lower  infant  mortality  rate  which 
though  high  is  not  significantly  so.  The  death  rate  also  rose  slightly 
with  no  change  in  the  pattern  of  disease  causing  death  thou^  cancer 
of  ±e  lung  always  appears  as  the  most  important  of  the  causes  of 
death  from  cancer. 

I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Hay  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  well  as  Mr.  Vallance  the  Divisional  Administration 
Officer,  for  their  guidance  and  hard  work  during  the  year  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  your  guidance  and  the  interest  Shown  in  my  reports 
throughout  the  year.

The  birth  rate  in  1969  continued  its  downward  trend  like  the 
National  figures  though  in  this  year  it  fell  below  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  the  first  time  for  several  years.  The  Infant  Mortality, 
Neo-Natal  Mortality  and  Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality  rates  are  all 
higher  than  the  national  figures  as  they  were  in  the  past  two  years 
but  as  we  are  dealing  with  a small  population  and  can  get  a wide 
variation  of  the  figures  from  one  year  to  the  next  the  figures  for 
Bentley  are  not  significantly  different  from  the  national  figures  and 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  Maternal  Deaths 
during  the  year.

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DEATHS  FROM  ROAD  ACCIDENTS  AND 
OTHER  VIOLENT  CAUSES 


There  were  during  the  year  7 deaths  caused  by  motor  vehicle 
accidents  and  5 deaths  attributed  to  other  accidents  and  1 suicide. 
These  figures  are  similar  to  those  of  1968. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  1969  rose  by  29  from  the  previous 
year  and  the  death  rate  rose  in  crude  figures  and  the  corrected 
figures  and  is  again  higher  than  the  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales.  During  1969  more  females  than  males  died  but  the  main 
causes  of  death  remained  the  same  with  Coronary  Art^  disease 
and  Cerebro  Vascular  disease  remaining  top  of  the  list.  It  is 
distressing  to  note  the  rise  in  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung 
though  the  deaths  from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system 
remain  the  same  in  total.  Respiratory  disease  is,  of  course,  caused 
by  many  factors  of  which  housing  and  air  pollution  are  two.  There 
is,  of  course,  an  occupational  hazard  in  this  area  of  pneumoconiosis 
among  those  men  involved  in  coal  mining.  There  were  this  year 
2 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  and  it  is 
significant  to  note  that  both  of  these  deaths  were  in  males  over  the 
age  of  65  years,  showing  once  again  that  a persistant  cough  in  the 
elderly  cannot  be  treated  lightly,  and  that  this  once  frightening 
disease  is  no  longer  a hazard  to  the  young  as  it  was  even  25  years 
ago.

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COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  district  stopped 
and  the  number  decreased  by  50  from  the  1968  figures. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  also  decreased  from  58  to  43  from 
the  previous  year.  This  means  that  approximately  every  ninth  child 
born  to  a resident  of  the  district  was  illegitimate.  This  is  an  improve- 
ment on  the  1968  figures  when  every  eighth  child  was  illegitimate. 
It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  figures  for  illegitimate  births  with 
those  of  25  years  ago  and  at  five  yearly  intervals  since  then.

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There  was  in  1969  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
children  under  the  age  of  one  who  attended  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  in  the  district  but  the  number  of  children 
over  the  age  of  one  who  attended  the  clinics  increased 
slightly.  The  total  number  of  children  visited  by  the 

Health  Visitors  also  decreased  and  the  number  of  visits 
done  for  assessment  of  home  help  ceased  after  the 

establishment  of  a Home  Help  Organiser.  There  is  in  the 
South  Yorkshire  Area  as  a whole  a shortage  of  trained 
Health  Visitors,  and  attempts  have  been  made  in  the  last 
year  to  recruit  more  women  from  this  area  to  undertake 
health  visitor  training  sponsored  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  This  has  met  withi  some  success  but  it  will  be 
some  time  before  this  area  will  have  a full  complement  of 
trained  health  visitors.  During  the  year  there  was  no 

attachment  of  health  visitors  to  general  practice  mainly 

because  of  the  difficulties  of  making  suitable  arrangements 
for  attachment  in  this  widely  scattered  Division  but  during 
1970  where  attachment  of  health  visiting  staff  can  be 
arranged  easily,  this  will  be  carried  out  for  it  undoubtedly 
provides  the  health  visitor  with  more  interesting  and  varied 
work  and  is  of  considerable  help  to  the  General  Practitioner 
who  is  so  often  looked  upon  not  only  as  a Doctor  but  as 
a friend  and  adviser  in  matters  other  than  medicine  to  the 
w'hole  family. 

(c)  Phenylketonuria  Testing 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being 
made  to  test  all  children  for  phenylketonuria  by  another 
method  than  the  wet  nappy  test.  This  new  method  the 
Gu±rie  test  was  started  on  the  1st  April,  1970  and  is 
carried  out  on  the  sixth  day  of  life  by  the  midwife  who 
takes  a sample  of  blood  from  the  baby’s  heel.  This 
method  means  that  this  treatable  disease  can  be  deteaed 
much  earlier  and  less  damage  to  the  brain  resulting. 

It  can  be  seen  below  that  Welfare  Foods  particularly 
dried  milk  varies  in  popularity  but  concentrated  orange 
juice  seems  to  remain  a firm  favourite  showing  increased 
sales  each  year. 

(d)  Distribudon  of  Welfare  Foods 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and 
Vitamin  Tablets  were  supplied  to  mo±ers  at  dl  clinics, 
and  sales  have  increased.

(c)  Maternity  Home  Accommodation 

During  the  year  the  trend  towards  more  confinements  in  hospital 
continued  and  the  larger  proportion  of  babies  were  bom  in  hospital. 
Early  discharge  from  hospital,  particularly  between  the  second  and 
fifth  days  is  common  and  often  preferable  to  women  who  have  other 
children.  Discussions  during  1969  took  place  on  setting  up  a unified 
maternity  service  and  though  Doncaster  County  Borough  were 
agreeable  to  having  all  maternity  services  in  the  area  administered 
by  the  district  general  hospital  no  plans  were  made  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  to  follow  this  example  in  the  area,  for  there  is  still 
sufficient  work  to  keep  midwives  well  occupied  but  I expect  to  see 
a run-down  in  the  domiciliary  service  until  such  times  as  there  is  a 
unification  of  the  services  when  it  will  probably  be  administered 
from  the  district  maternity  hospital. 


3.  HOME  NURSING 

The  Home  Nurses  work  under  the  direction  of  the  general 
practitioners  and  the  table  shows  the  demand  for  this  service.  Excel- 
lent co-operation  has  been  established  with  the  general  practitioners 
and  the  hospitals. 

The  use  of  a surgery  in  the  centre  of  Bentley  for  dressings, 
injections,  etc.,  continues  to  serve  a most  useful  purpose.  This 
surgery  is  open  Monday  to  Friday  at  2.00  p.m.,  Saturday  11.30  a.m. 
and  Sundays  by  appointment.

Attachment  to  General  Practitioners 

During  the  year  the  attachment  of  district  nurses  to  general 
practitioners  was  found  to  work  satisfactorily  in  that  both  district 
nurses  and  general  practitioners  benefited  from  a closer  working 
relationship.  There  was  a reduaion  in  the  number  of  cases  treated 
during  the  year  and  the  total  number  of  visits  also  decreased  but  it 
would  appear  from  one  set  of  figures  that  patients  under  care  received 
more  visits.  The  district  nursing  service  is  geared  to  provide  a 
skilled  nursing  service  and  many  sophisticated  aids  are  available  and 
each  year  sees  an  addition  to  the  list  of  modem  equipment  at  the 
disposal  of  the  district  nurse.  This  branch  of  nursing  can  be  arduous 
at  times  but  is  liked  by  many  nurses  because  of  the  closer  relationship 
established  with  the  patients. 

4.  HOME  HELPS 

The  equivalent  of  877  full  time  Home  Helps  were  employed  in 
the  Division,  working  a total  of  180,402  hours  and  attending  cases 
of  whom  1,272  were  over  65  years  of  age.

Although  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  hours  worked 
in  the  Division  by  the  home  help  service  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  hours  spent  by  home  helps  in  Bentley-with-Arksey  to 
compensate  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  aged  65  years 
and  over  who  were  being  dealt  with.  A home  help  organiser  was 
appointed  and  though  she  rapidly  settled  down  the  job  was  found  to 
be  as  expected,  at  times  over-whelming  and  I expect  to  see  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  home  help  organiser  during  1970.  I would 
once  again  like  to  compliment  the  home  helps  who  do  an  extremely 
good  job  for  not  only  do  they  help  the  aged  to  maintain  their  stand- 
ards but  often  are  the  means  of  keeping  people  in  their  own  home 
rather  than  having  to  be  admitted  to  a welfare  home.  They  are  in 
many  cases,  apart  from  the  Warden,  their  only  contact  with  the 
outside  world  and  are  looked  upon  as  close  friends  by  many  of  the 
recipients  of  the  service.

The  Chiropody  Service  has  again  increased  this  year  with  four 
more  aged  persons  on  the  list  and  fifty-two  more  treatments  carried 
out.  Domiciliary  visits  have  also  increased.  This  service  is  valuable 
and  is  another  aid  in  keeping  the  elderly  active  and  so  preventing 
the  onset  of  other  diseases. 

(2)  Meals  Service 

The  service  provided  by  home  helps  shopping  for  and  cooking 
a subsidised  meal  for  the  elderly  almost  completely  stopped  as  the 
meals-on-wheels  service,  organised  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee,  developed.  This  type  of  service  is  necessary  so  that 
elderly  persons  particularly  those  living  alone,  are  assured  of  an 
adequate  intake  of  a mixed  diet.  Though  I think  that  a meals-on- 
wheels  service  will  always  be  required  I believe  that  this  service 
should  be  extended  by  the  provision  of  luncheon  clubs  and  this  area, 
which  is  particularly  well  served  by  Centres  for  the  elderly,  should 
be  able  to  develop  a luncheon  club  service  without  much  difficulty. 

(3)  Laundry  Service

The  washing  machines  were  less  frequently  in  operation  during 
the  year  to  deal  with  the  laundry  of  incontinent  persons,  which  is 
to  be  expected  as  the  trend  to  the  use  of  more  disposables  continues. 
The  machines  were  in  operation  for  438  hours  and  the  cases  are 
recommended  by  the  Home  Nurses.  I still  consider  this  as  a valuable 
service  and  is  supplemented  by  the  laundry  service  for  blankets  of 
which  56  were  laundered  during  1969.  The  cost  of  this  laundry  was 
borne  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee.

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6.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  in  office  during  the  year 
and  in  1970  a fourth  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  been  established. 
I still  consider  this  inadequate  staffing  if  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
is  to  devote  the  necessary  time  to  his  work  particularly  in  the  field 
of  prevention.  A close  working  relationship  exists  between  the 
hospital  services,  the  local  health  authority  services  and  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  388  cases  were  referred  and  128  were  admitted 
to  hospital.

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7.  SPEECH  THERAPY 

During  the  previous  two  years  no  speech  therapist  was  available 
in  the  Division,  but  at  the  end  of  1969  we  were  fortunate  in  having 
two  part-time  speech  therapists  working  in  the  Division  for  four 
sessions  each.  This,  in  fact,  means  that  we  have  four  fifths  of  a full 
time  speech  therapist  and  though  not  sufficient  for  our  purposes 
it  is  welcome  after  such  a barren  period.  In  order  to  make  the 
service  more  accessible  to  the  public,  speech  therapy  clinics  are  held 
weekly  at  Edlington,  Armthorpe,  Scawffiorpe  and  Station  Road, 
Doncaster  as  well  as  Askern  and  Carcroft  clinics.  Two  sessions 
weekly  are  also  held  at  the  Anchorage  Special  Day  School  and  one 
of  these  sessions  is  held  in  partnership  with  the  Peripatetic  teacher 
of  the  Deaf. 

8.  RECUPERATIVE  HOME  TREATMENT 

This  scheme  continues  to  be  administered  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  is  frequently  found  to  be  useful  though  it  is 
not  extensively  used  in  this  Division. 

9.  PROBLEM  FAMILIES 

The  Co-ordinating  Committee,  of  which  I am  the  Chairman, 
met  during  the  year  but  as  this  Committee  is  large  and  unwieldy 
most  of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  small  sub-committees  com- 
posed of  officers  dealing  with  particular  families.  Though  13  problem 
families  were  removed  from  the  register  another  12  replaced  them. 
I feel  it  important  on  this  point  to  stress  that  though  these  families 
are  placed  in  one  group  there  is  no  simple  method  of  dealing  with 
them  and  each  family  must  be  regarded  separately  and  dealt  with 
individually  though  there  are  many  common  symptoms,  of  which 
failure  to  pay  rent  regularly  is  one.

10.  CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

An  increased  number  of  clinics  for  this  purpose  were  held 
during  the  year  and  a larger  number  of  smears  taken  of  which  two 
were  positive.  After  the  initial  enthusiasm  the  demand  for  this 
service  has  now  settled  down  and  is  supplemented  by  many  general 
practitioners  carrying  out  this  test  on  their  own  patients,  not  only 
tests  for  Cancer  of  the  Uterus  but  also  a pelvic  examination  and 
simple  instruction  on  the  examination  of  the  breasts  for  any 
abnormalities.

11.  DAY  CARE  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  5 YEARS  OF  AGE 

During  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  growing  concern  about 
the  nature  and  extent  of  provisions  for  ±e  day  care  of  children  under 
the  age  of  five. 

The  Plowden  report  recommended  a large  expansion  of  nursery 
schools  and  the  Seebohm  Committee  considered  that  the  responsibility 
for  the  expansion  and  co-ordination  of  day  care  facilities  should  rest 
with  the  new  proposed  Social  Services  Department. 

The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968  made  amend- 
ments to  the  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulations  Act  1948, 
which  gave  local  health  authorities  increased  powers  of  inspeaion 
and  supervision  of  private  day  nurseries,  play  groups  and  child 
minders  and  to  compel  registration. 
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The  County  Council  have  adopted  a “Guidance  on  Standards 
and  Procedure  for  Registration”  and  the  work  of  inspection  and 
advising  applicants  on  minimum  requirements  is  carried  out  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Department  and  in  this  Division  by  the  Divisional 
Nursing  Officer. 

Broadly,  day  care  can  be  provided  four  ways: 

1 . Day  Nurseries 

Day  Nurseries  are  provided  by  the  local  health  authority 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946.  There  are  none 
in  the  Division  at  present. 

2.  Nursery  Schools  and  Nursery  Classes 

These  classes  and  schools  are  provided  under  the  Education 
Act  1944,  and  the  responsibility  of  the  Education  Department. 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  no  nursery  schools  but  nursery 
classes  are  being  held  in  13  schools  in  the  area.

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The  groups  are  held  mostly  in  Church  Halls  and  are  organised 
by  voluntary  committees  on  a sessional  basis  and  although  they 
provide  a good  and  valuable  service  to  the  children  who  attend,  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  consider  that  the  local 
health  authority  should  be  responsible  for  the  day  care  of  those 
children  who,  from  a health  point  of  view  or  because  of  deprived 
or  inadequate  background,  have  special  needs  that  cannot  be  met  by 
these  volunteer  groups. 

The  Home  Office  are  responsible  for  the  Urban  Programme 
from  which  grants  can  be  made  to  districts  of  special  social  need. 
Five  hundred  pounds  has  been  granted  and  this  will  be  used  to  assist 
Voluntary  Play  Groups  in  the  Don  Valley  area.  The  Urban  Pro- 
gramme is  administered  by  the  Education  Department. 

(b)  Registered  Child  Minders 

We  have  six  registered  child  minders  providing  eight  places. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  there  is  any  widespread 

evasion  of  the  registration  requirement. 

12.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

This  scheme  still  operates  satisfactorily.  There  is  a free  ambu- 
lance and  sitting-car  twenty-four  hour  service  for  everyone.  The 
vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace,  Bentley,  and  are 
available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses  or  from  the  general  public 
in  an  emergency.

During  1969  the  changes  made  in  the  school  health  service  in 
1968  were  not  altered  as  they  were  found  to  be  working  satisfactorily 
in  that  a better  service  was  being  offered  to  the  schools.  This  seemed 
to  be  appreciated  by  the  teaching  staff,  who  could  consult  us  more 
frequently  about  particular  problems.  We  were  unfortunately 
unable  to  take  part  in  as  much  health  education  as  we  would  have 
liked,  due  to  shortage  o-f  trained  staff,  but  it  is  believed  that  if  health 
education  is  to  be  given  in  schools  by  the  staff  in  the  health 
department  it  should  be  given  in  close  association  with 
the  work  being  done  in  schools  and  given  in  a similar  manner. 
We  continued  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  commonest  difficulties 
of  hearing  and  vision  for  difficulties  in  these  two  senses  can  frequently 
cause  retardation  in  school  work.  During  1969  we  were  fortunate 
to  have  Dr.  Trevor  Wright,  the  Consultant  in  Charge  of  the  new 
Comprehensive  Assessment  Unit  for  Handicapped  children  which 
has  been  established  in  Sheffield,  come  to  talk  to  the  teachers  on  two 
occasions  about  his  work.  These  talks  helped  to  give  the  teachers 
greater  insight  into  the  learning  problems  which  can  arise  in  handi- 
capped children.  This  is  a field  of  work  in  medicine  which  is  young 
and  will  undoubtedly  expand  and  it  will  cause  the  education  service 
to  make  greater  provision  for  the  educational  needs  of  the  children 
suffering  from  minor  learning  difficulties.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

I am  pleased  to  note  that  the  number  of  children  in  the  Division 
receiving  protection  against  Dipihtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  remains  at  a high  level  and  it  is  hoped 
that  by  using  a central  computer  for  the  West  Riding  that  at  least 
90  per  cent  of  children  will  receive  protection  against  the  afore- 
mentioned diseases. 

No  serious  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year  but 
this  is  not  taken  as  a sign  to  relax  vigilance,  particularly  in  the  field 
of  food  hygiene  nor  to  reduce  our  efforts  to  seek  100  per  cent  protec- 
tion against  diseases  w'hich  are  endemic  and  where  a satisactory 
vaccine  exists.

During  the  year  tihere  were  two  deaths  attributed  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.

With  the 
modern  treatment  facilities  available,  the  time  when  Tuberculosis 
will  be  defeated  is  drawing  rapidly  nearer. 


Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
several  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding 
etc.  The  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice 
of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk  is 
provided  free  to  all  active  Tuberculosis  patients.  Details  of  the
